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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claimsl . 2. 4, 5 & 7-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claims 1 & 9 are allowable because the prior art of record does not teach or fairly 
suggest a circuit arrangement having a mains connection, a mains switch with 

a first and a second switching contact, a demagnetization coil, and a switch-mode 
power supply, wherein: the circuit arrangement comprises further a power factor coil for 
power factor correction, which is arranged between said mains connection and a bridge 
rectifier, wherein said first switching contact is arranged between said mains connection 
and said demagnetization coil for switching said demagnetization coil on and off. 

4. Claim 1 has overcome the prior art rejection as Applicants have amended claim 1 
to further limit the claim wherein the power factor coil is arranged between the mains 
connection and the bridge rectifier. Applicants statement on pages 8, 9 1 1 & 12 of the 
Amendment dated 18 MAY 06 layout the advantages to the configuration. The Claim is 
further allowable as the prior art discloses that a switch is used to switching a 
demagnetization coil on, but that a microcontroller independently switches the coil off. 
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Stirniman (US 4,275,438) discloses an inductive heating inverter comprising a 
power supply (20), a bridge rectifier (71) a transformer (70) and a power factor coil (24). 
However, the coil is positioned after the bridge rectifier instead of between it. 

Yang (US 5,701,237) discloses a switching power supply with power factor 
correction. However, the power factor coil (9) is not placed between the bridge rectifier 
(1 ,3,5 & 7) and the mains connection of the source (AC). 

5. Claims 2, 4, 5, 7 & 8 are allowable as they depend from Claim 1, which is also 
allowable. 

6. Claim 9 is allowable to reasons similar to Claim 1 . 

7. Claims 10-14 are allowable as they depend from Claim 9, which is also 
allowable.
